n year itch 


Marilyn Goetsch is happily 
anticipating some changes in her life. 

“?’m happy to be 49,” said the San 
Antonio Heights resident, explaining, 
“1 ife works in cycles of seven years, 
and it’s time for a new cycle. I’m 
looking forward to the next seven 
years.” 

Seven years — or more — of art would 
probably suit Goetsch fine. She just completed 
work toward a degree in art at Pitzer College. 

Although she is a nurse at Ontario 
Community Hospital and the divorced mother 
of seven, she has always wanted to be an 
artist. 

When she went into nursing, “many years 
ago, a woman did one of two things — they 
were nurses or teachers.’’ The small Ohio town 
she grew up in offered few other ontions. 

She liked to draw, but no forma. art training 
program was near. “I couldn’t think of anything 
else to do, and a friend of mine made it 
(nursing training) sound interesting.” 

It wasn’t interesting. She quit nursing 
training in her senior year, but went back ten 
years later and finished up. ‘“‘That’s probably 
due to a need | have to complete things.” 

In nursing, “l was really very happy at one 
time,’’ Goetsch said. “Many years ago, nursing 
was more patient-oriented. Now there are so 
many problems with legalities ...” 

The five months she spent at a Saudi 
Arabian hospital were quite a contrast. 

“One day, the secretary at the hospital 
(Ontario Community) called, and asked me, 
‘How’d you like to go to Saudi Arabia?” 
Goetsch, thinking she was joking around, said, 
“Have passport, will travel.” 

The secretary said she had a chance for a 
temporary position there, helping to organize a 
new hospital, if she got her application in the 
next morning. The money — double her salary 
— enticed her into the job. 

“| was broke, | had no insurance money, | 
had no tax money, | had no idea where | was 
going to get the next bunch of cash, | had 
scraped together everything. i thought to 
myself, | would be an absolute idiot to turn it 
down.” 

‘| called my ex-husband up and said, 
‘Kiddo, the kids are yours for the next six 
months, I’m going to Saudi Arabia.’ He thought 
| was kidding.” 

She didn’t regret the move. “Talk about 
experiences (that are) positive — | felt useful,” 
she said. “‘That having to worry about 
perfection wasn’t there. 

“My personal enjoyment still exists today,” 
she said. The Saudis were warm people. “If 
they’re your friend, they’re your friend, for life.” 

“Sometimes we don't fully understand the 
Arab way of life, | think. | had no honest 
Opinion of what Arab life was like.” 

A picnic she went on there provided her 
with good example of that life. “It was a real 
honor’ from the men because it meant they 
accepted her as ‘‘one of the boys.” 

But in a culture which emphasizes 
separation of the sexes, ‘the families thought 
it was terrible.”’ 

When she returned to Upland, she resumed 
classes at Chaffey College. For a couple of 
years before the trip, she had been taking 
classes with no real aim. That was the pattern 
when she was back. 
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Soon, she found, ‘‘l had two associates of 
arts degrees, and it didn’t add up toa 
bachelors, so | went off to Pitzer to continue 
on with no major, no direction, no real goal.” 

“| finally decided, ‘Why am | fooling 
around? Why not do what | really wanted to 
do?’” 

She appreciated the opportunity Pitzer gave 
her. “They don’t force you into a major you 
don’t want to do,” she said, though it would 
nave been naturai for her to go back for 
advanced nursing training. 

She has also enjoyed it. “It’s been fun at 
the Claremont Colleges, associating with 
young people.” 

“There aren't the young people at junior 
college as there are at the Claremont Colleges. 
They think the older students are a threat, and 
the older students think they’re a threat.” 

But overall, ‘| feet very accepted, not out of 
place ... I’m sadder leaving Pitzer than any 
other place.” 

She studied art in general, and was 
particularly interested in painting. But she had 
to take art courses in three areas, and chose 
sculpture as one. 

She found she liked sculpture more than 
painting. “I think it’s because | didn’t consider 
sculpture at first,”’ she said. “| related well to 
the three-dimensional art form.” 

She has sculpted in clay and rock, but “‘I 
found | liked the medium of clay.” Clay can be 
worked and reworked and pitched until the 
piece is right. 

Stone has to be ‘“‘pitched”’ after one 
mistake. If the artist is using good stone, like 
Italian marble, one stone can cost hundreds of 
dollars. 

The shell, in all its forms, is one of her 
favorite shapes for stone and clay. And, ‘‘I have 
done masks (in clay) | like very much,” she 
said. 

That’s not to say she doesn’t enjoy 
painting. Her brush-strokes seem to fit various 


impressionistic styles, including that of Claude 
Monet, the man credited with founding the 
impressionistic style of painting in the 1870s. 

“| like Monet,” she said. ‘‘He’s probably 
one of my favorite painters. | like that style.” 

Looking at an old stone bridge she painted 
in Monet’s style, she said, ‘It’s very free, and 
you can blend the colors, until all shades exist. 
You’re not limited in any way when you paint in 
that manner.” 

“| learned one thing doing the towers — 
not to do architecture in pointilistic style,” she 
said, turning to a painting of two towers over a 
city. The painting was formed by tiny points of 
color. 

‘| painted this from the top of a garage in 
Guadalajara. | picked out colors | saw in the 
city below. It took me a long time, and ! don’t 
think it’s my best. 

In another of her paintings, a nude stands 
before a Central American cathedral. 

“It was there,” she said. So she painted it. 
‘| thought it was strange to come upon this 
church, and a nude statue right in front of the 
church. It was such a free-flowing sculpture.” 

Most artists depend on using things that 
are there. And Goetsch is no exception, even 
when it comes to the bathroom. 

‘Everyone laughs at me when | tell them | 
paint there — it’s a big bathroom,” she said. 
People think of bathrooms as small, dark 
rooms. 

But the master bathroom in her flapper-era 
home is an exception. “It’s a nice area. It’s very 
light in here. When | want to look at something, 
| lie on the bed and move the canvas over.” 

Looking off to the south, “I can see the 
ocean on a clear day.” 

Looking into the future, “I’m 
contemplating a graduate program at Cal State 
Los Angeles in art therapy.” 

That would blend her long-lost love, art, 
with nursing, the occupation she does not 
seem to want to give up on. C)

Their garden’s a prim, rose path

A rose is a rose is a rose — except 
maybe to Don and Evedna Jarvis of 
Upland. 


To them a rose is a way of life, a 
way of learning to appreciate the 
small things often overiooked or even 
destroyed in the quest for beauty. 


They believe a rose is comprised of 
more than just a flower. It’s the leaves, 
the texture and shape, jagged around 
the sides or pointed at the ends. 


It’s the thorns, pointing straight or 
curving down, transparent or colored 
green and brown. 


it’s the stems and the blooms that 
grow separately or in bunches, rising 
toward the sky or hanging downward. 


in short, it’s the things that many 
people take for granted while they trim 
the leaves, cut the stems, remove the 
thorns and plop the rose into a vase. 


“Things like thorns can tell you a 
lot, like what kind of forebearers that 
particular rose had,” says Don, 71. 


He and Evedna, 68, are rosarians, 
experts in the growing and cultivation 
of rose plants. They are members of 
the national American Rose Society 
and are the founders of the Iniand 
Valley Rose Club, which now boasts 
some 50 members. 


Their backyard at 1404 Tulare Way 
could pass for a nursery. Five hundred 
rose bushes, some sprouting from the 
ground and others in pots, are spread 
throughout the one-acre yard. 


inside the house, a painting of a 
rose bouquet hangs on the main wall 
of the living room. 


Sporting a rose-red sweatshirt and a 
sharp crewcut, Don doesn’t seem the 
sort to be actively interested in 


flowers. 


The crusty Upland resident is a 
former truck driver whose interests 
finally led him down the garden path. 

Don remembers that he never took 


much ribbing from fellow drivers 
about being a rose enthusiast. 


“They said nothing,” he recalls. “‘! 
had quite a reputation on the road.”’ 

Don traces his interest in flowers 
back to his childhood days in the 
mountains of western Colorado, 
where his grandmother raised dahlias 
and roses. 


Financially hard times brought the 
Jarvises from Colorado to California in 
1938. “Queen Rose” helped the 
couple to settle among strangers ina 
foreign state. 


They soon made friends from within 
the rose society, people from all walks 
of life sharing one common interest. 


“Queen Rose puts you all on the 
same level, whether you are a ditch 
digger or a banker,” says Don. 


Within the common theme, rose 
enthusiasts have branched into 
various specialties. Some concent’ ate 
on miniature roses, while others like 
Don are enraptured by the Old Rose. 


“That rose dates clear back to the 
time of the dinosaur,” says Don 
proudly. 


Meanwhile. Evedna concentrates on 
flower arrangements, which she 
describes as three-dimensional works 
of art. 


“A flower arrangement is supposed 
to be a picture in itself,’ she says 
“And it must be beautiful from all 
sides.” 


Evedna has taught flower-arranging 
classes at local elementary schools 
and is planning on teaching another 
course in the next few months. 


Before excusing himself to go back

Reaching out is what Christ New Life 
Church in Upland is all about. “We want 
people to know this church cares, that we're 
here to reach out and meet their needs,” said 
Pator Don “Bud” Roberts. 

The church will hold a New Year's Eve 
celebration beginning at 9 p.m. at the church, 
717 E. Seventh St. 

The church band, “Kerusso,” will perform, 
with a communion ceremony planned at 
midnight. “It’s a neat way to bring in the New 
Year with no hangovers,” Roberts said. 

“Kerusso” is a Greek word that means “to 
bring forth praise," Roberts said. The group’s 
instrumentation includes guitar, drums, piano, 
and sometimes slide guitar. ““We're getting a 
lot of senior citizens and they enjoy the music. 
it’s not like a headache, it’s not hard rock; it’s 
amore contemporary sound.” 

The church is growing from its beginnings 
at Chapel of the Wildwoods nine years ago. 
“We used to be non-denominational, but two 
years ago we affiliated with the Assemblies of 
God,” Roberts said. 

He said his denomination is a full gospel 
church. “We believe all of what's in the Bible 
and New Testament, especially about the Holy 
Spirit and the manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit.” 

The church believes the Holy Spirit has an 
active role in the church. Speaking in tongues 
is one aspect, although Roberts admits that 
“Some people are not as comfortable with it.” 

Roberts said speaking in tongues is really 


“A great majority of Christians are doing a 
good job with God’s work,” he said. 

He said the Assemblies of God is the 
fastest growing church today. Growth is 
something Christ New Life Church has 
experienced year after year. 

One of its most successful growing 
ministries is Kids’ World, a separate, full 
church service for children. “We use puppets, 
skits and plays to teach children how to 
worship.” 

The children’s program includes 
transportation by one of the church’s two 
buses. “Children are picked up from their 
homes and brought to Sunday school. It has 
helped a lot with kids who otherwise couldn't 
go to church because they don’t have 
transportation,’ Roberts said. 

A youth group for ages 12 to 18 meets 
Wednesday nights. ‘We have retreats, 


outreach efforts and a Bible-reading marathon. 


The marathon takes us at least three full days, 
sometimes four. Our record is 72 hours; the 
longest it has taken us is 96 hours.” 

Youth group members take turns reading 
the Bible for 15-minute intervals continuously 
until they read all 773,746 wcrds. ‘‘We start at 
8 a.m. Dec. 26. The kids give up a good part of 
their Christmas vacation. This is their attempt 
to make a statement that they believe in the 
Lord and they betieve the Bible is a book to 
live by,” he said. 

Students sleep, eat and read on the church 
grounds throughout the marathon. “‘We put up 
a long poster with check boxes for each book 
(of the Bible) we have completed. The kids do 
artwork in the boxes, usually about something

book, who it was written for and what they 
were trying to do,” he said. 

Participants read aloud in the sanctuary 
and passersby often come in to listen, Roberts 
said. ‘We read the last chapter, Revelations, 
aloud together.” 

The church has amen’s and women’s 
ministry group, as well as a young adults 
group for high school graduates and older. 
“We hope to have a single’s ministry and a 
young married’s group.” 

Another ministry the church offers is a 
Saturday Soul-winning Society for people 
interested in sharing their experience with the 
Lord with others. ‘We try to teach people how 
to talk about the Lord without being 
obnoxious. Most people would like to share 
what they have with the Lord but are afraid of 
offending others,” Roberts said. 

The SSS visits people from the church and 
others in the community, sharing what they 
have learned about God. “it helps with our 
outreach and makes people less afraid. We're 
not trying to get them to come to our church, 
we just want to share with them. You find a 
whole other life, something new and better, 
and you can get rid of the old gunk when you 
accept the Lord,” he said. 

Church members include residents of 
Ontario, Pomona, Upland, and Rancho 
Cucamonga. Some members live as far away 
as Brea. The bus for Kids’ World travels much 
the same route and will extend to other areas 
if several children wish to attend. 

Christ New Life Ministries holds Sunday 
school at 9:30 a.m.; services and Kids’ World is 
at 10:50; evening service is at 6.

It’s a nightmare. 


The nightmare rarely becomes a reality 
because people in the railroad crossing 
business take their work seriously, Says 
Noel Smith. 

As general manager of Rancho 
Cucamonga-based Safetran, Smith has 
immersed himself in devices designed to tell 
motorists and railroaders where the trains 
are. 

The electronics company has done 
business locally for 15 years and is now part 





of Crane Carrier Inc. 

Hardware for crossings — things like 
crossing arms and flasher lights — are 
manufactured in Minneapolis by its sister 
firm, Railroad Accessories Co. 

Safetran designs and manufactures 
motion sensors, grade crossing predictors 
and computerized dispatch systems for 
railroads. 

“A long time ago there were no warning 
devices,” Smith said. ‘But trains got very

hazardous.” 

Motorists began seeing flagmen but, 
Smith pointed out, “human beings could go 
to sleep.” 

In the 1920s the first relay systems were 


installed at crossings and gradually flagmen 


became a thing of the past. 

Today, Smith guessed, there are about 
250,000 railroad crossings. Only 30,000 to 
40,000 are signalized. 
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has its own identity — location, grade 
separation, speed of passing trains and 
number of cars all present a challenge to the 
railroads. 

Yet each signalized crossing is expected 
to accomplish one thing: keep cars and 
locomotives from mingling. 

Since trains require a much greater 
braking distance than cars, the trick is to 
warn motorists and hait traffic in plenty of 
time, said Smith. 

Joe Aldern, vice president of Safetrans, 
said the crossing business changed in the 
early 1960s with the development of a device 
called the ‘‘grade crossing predictor”. 

Patented by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad company, the predictor was 
connected to the tracks to determine the 
presence, movement and speed of the train 


and to compute the time of the train’s arrival 


at an intersection. 

A “constant time” device, the predictor 
gave motorists the same length of warning 
despite a train’s speed. 

It was a “basic building block,”’ Smith 
said, and is still a key part of Safetrans’ 
product line. 

The 1970s saw a boom in the business, 
according to Smith. Using the premise that 
automobiles usually occupy a crossing, the 
federal government agreed to pay 90 percent 
of the installation cost. 

“It was a good program,” Smith said. 
“But it’s tapered off somewhat now.” 

At the same time, Safetran began 
developing its dispatch controls, which 
allow acontroller at a remote location to 
determine the position of trains within a 
several-hundred-mile radius. 

“Trains have to move efficiently,” Smith 
said. “It does no good to run a train at 120 
miles an hour through the desert if it has to 


wait on a siding in Phoenix for another train 
to pass.” 

Watching a miniature layout of the 
system, a controller can decide which trains 
must go on a siding to allow others to pass. 

There’s not a huge market for railroad 
crossing devices, Smith said. Crossing 
predictors don’t usually find their way into 
the hands of the general public. 

But there is competition. Four other 
companies in the nation compete with 
Safetran. 

“It’s a very safety conscious industry,” 
Smith said. ‘It all relates back to the fact 
that a train cannot stop quickly. 

“There’s a large investment in safety ... 
when a device fails it (must) fail in such a 
way that it warns the public there is a 
problem.” 

While the company plans to continue its 
thrust into the dispatch systems market, 
Smith said there is also an effort under way 
to build electronic sensors for rapid transit. 

“It’s complex ... it’s a whole different 
market,” he said. ‘In rapid transit, trains run 
fast, close together and not very far.” C

For much of the past two decades, 
prep athletes have used their physical 
attributes and abilities as tickets to 
college educations. 

After four years of tearing through 
the competition in high school, a select 
group of athletes each fall find 
themselves performing in front of 
college fans, in lieu of sending tuition 
checks to the school’s bursar.

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The humps on the horizon 
that helped shape history

| will bet that there are at least a dozen readers 
who are not acquainted with those mountains to 
the north of our cities. So | will risk writing a few 
details about those big humps on the landscape. 

They are the eastern part of the San Gabriel 
Mountain Range, which ends north of Fontana. 
Eastward from there, it is the San Bernardino 
Range. Our nearby mountains contain a number of 
historical areas. 

The most famous peak is also the highest. It 
has had several names: Mount San Antonio, Old 
Baldy and, more recently, Mount Baldy. It stands 
10,064 feet above sea level. If one looks straight up 
Mountain Avenue, that often-snow-capped peak on 
the skyline is Mount Baldy. At the same time, one 
is looking into San Antonio Canyon, an area of 
considerable note, to be mentioned later. 

Move east, to at least Grove Avenue, or better, 
to Sapphire Avenue in Rancho Cucamonga; Ontario 
Peak is directly north. It is a roundish shape like 
the back of an elephant, headed east. The profile of 
a smaller elephant seems to follow behind. Ontario 
Peak boasts a height of 8,693 feet. 

Looking up Euclid Avenue, on a clear day, one 
can see a much lower high point on a ridge 
between us and the taller peaks behind. That is 
Frankish Peak, at only 4,198 feet. It is named fora 
pioneer Ontario family. 

If trees and homes permit from your valley 
viewpoint, look to the right of Ontario Peak’s 
elephant’s trunk, and there is the prominent 
Cucamonga Peak. It is shaped somewhat like 
Japan’s Mount Fuji, but with the top flattened off. It 
boasts a height of 8,859 feet. Hermosa Avenue in 
Rancho Cucamongais directly in line with it. 

From Cucamonga Peak and adjacent slopes, 
Cucamonga Canyon and creek flows south and 
gently westward. Its mouth is about one mile east 
of Euclid and a little north of 24th Street. It too has 
a bit of history. 

These mountains, and their cover of brush, 
grasses and trees, are of vast importance to us who 
live below them. Because of their height and vast 
south slope areas, they catch great amounts of 
snow and rain in the average year. 

As that water works its way downhill, every drop 
possible is coaxed into our underground water 
basins. So far, it has provided all of the water 
needed by Upland and much of our surroundings. 

Our mountains have been the obstacles 
provoking a number of airplane crashes in periods 


of poor visibility. They have also been the scene of 
a number of serious forest fires. Those fires can be 
very damaging to the plant growth that helps retain 
rainwater and soil. By use of new, controlled-burn 
methods in selected spots, foresters seem to be 
able to clear out choked growths and achieve a 
better watershed. 


San Antonio Canyon has long been the scene of 
historica! events. Early day Indians found game, 
trout and edible growths, such as acorns, there. 
Their trails were expanded by miners exploring and 
working the entire area for gold and other minerals, 
starting in the mid-1800s. 


A variety of mining operations were located in 
the canyon and on the mountain slopes. Stamp 
mills were built here and there. Originally, the 
relatively clean placer mining method was used. To 
speed operations, hydraulic mining was introduced. 
Whole mountainsides were blasted away by jets of 
high-pressure water. The residue passed through 
sluice boxes to catch any of the valuable yellow 
stuff. 


The hydraulic operations muddied San Antonio 
stream all the way into our valley. After legal 
battles, that form of mining was stopped, and the 
water supply to the valley cleared up. 

Mining supplies and provisions were originally 
taken into the canyon by pack animals. Finally, a 
crude roadway was built up the canyon bottom. In 
one period, between 1908 and 1922, there was a toll 
gate near the canyon mouth, owned by the San 


Antonio Water Co., which controlled most of the 
canyon floor. 


Tolls were 50 cents for an auto, 25 cents fora 
horse, and 10 cents for hikers. The road was 
improved several times and well-paved in later 
years. During a tremendous flood in 1938, much of 
the road was destroyed. It was rebuilt and washed 
out acouple more times, and was finally 
abandoned when a high-level roadway was built on 
the west slope of the canyon. 


Don’t think that just because of tne grizzled 
appearance of my photo, | have been here since the 
days of the Indians. Not me, but | have found good 
sources of historical data.

Home: That gut feeling deep inside

“Home” is not only anoun or an expression, but 
a feeling down deep in the very guts of your 
existence, where you feel and live. Even as a little 
tyke, from my earliest memories, I’ve had to have a 
home where | could feel secure and belong. 


Home didn’t have to be a house or a mansion, 
just any kind of a refuge. | have had many homes as 
| grew up — like a lean-to part of a barn ona farm in 
the San Joaquin Valley one summer vacation, 
which was used by temporary summer help 
harvesting the crops. We shared quarters witha 
cow and some horses that were stabled on the 
other side of a partition in the barn. We helped 
mother clean up the place, pile clean, dry, fragrant 
alfalfa hay for our beds, then cover it with canvas. 
By nightfall my mother had converted that lean-to 
into ahome; temporary, but home. 


As we sleepily went to bed we were warm, 
comfortable, secure and surrounded by love; 
nearby we could hear the soft chomping of the cow 
as she chewed her cud. 

Tents must have been part of my heritage, as | 
can quickly adjust to a tent as a home. | can 
remember many tents as temporary homes: in 
Arizona, while waiting for our house to be built; the 
long trek to California, following the crops during 
summer vacations in the fertile San Joaquin Valey; 
and camping out, either in the mountains, the 
deserts or various beaches. Wherever we stayed, in 
a day or so it was home. 

But never in our wanderings was home Home, 
as much as was our house Salt Lake Terrace. That 
was the house we had built ourselves, lived in, were 
proud of, and where we were raised from 


childhood. We loved our home, not as an inanimate 
object, but as the center and symbol of our family 
life. 


The home part of our house was brought home 
to me in an abrupt manner when | was about 10 
years old. 


| had been working at the confectionary store 
that Sunday, and | was excused early in the 
afternoon so that | could return to work later that 
evening. When | got nome unexpectedly, the house 
was locked. It didn’t take me long to get in, but 
once in, | had a strange feeling. No one else was in 
the house; the quiet was unearthiy. And suddenly, 
all the so-familiar and beloved objects became 
strange, unknown, vague and remote. 

That was when | learned the difference between 
a house and home. 

| remember standing there, scared, dreading 
unwanted sounds or ghostly horrors. Then | heard, 
clearly and with all the confidence in the world, my 
mother’s voice. She was opening the front door and 
bringing in the sounds of reality. | never would 
admit my sudden relief and joy at seeing her, but 
then | saw a greater truth. 

Home was my mother. 


She was the guiding light that made our house a 


home. As the years went by and we grew to young 
adults, we appreciated all the more our mother’s 
abilities to m: xe home the center of our lives. Oh, 
we had our differences, bickering and squabbling 
as most siblings will; but they were minor and 
unimportant. 

When mother died, at a much younger age than 
necessary, the family and home swayed, tottered 
and slowly fell apart. My brother and sisters 
married; we just sort of drifted apart.
